INVASION OF MARSHALLS

OCCUPATION OF MAR.

U. S. PACIFIC FLEET HEAD-

7.—(/P)—American troops and Ma- 
rines have tucked all but a small 
part of Kwapalcln atoll under the 
United States flag after capturing 
throe more islands from resisting 
Japanese and occupying other is- 
lands which were not defended- 
The occupation of the Marshall 
Islands atoll, once a formidahl i 
Japanese plane and naval base, 
"Is nearly complete," Adm. Chester 
W. Nimitz said yesterday in 
a 


communique. 
He announced that 


Gugegwe, Migej and Ebler islands 
had been captured after "moder- 
ate 
resistance." 


While the Invaders were driving 
the Japanese off the remaining 
islands of the atoll, navy 
Sea- 


bees were pushing their huge bull- 
dozers over tho rubble of what 
had been a huge airfield and in- 
stallations on Roi and Namur is- 
lands. 
A powerful American air- 
drome and naval base were tak- 
ing shape on these islands at the 
northeastern tip of tho atoll. 


On Kwapaleln island, the tough 


nut cracked by the Seventh army 
division on the southern end of 
tho atoll, engineers were putting 
the airfield into shape for bomb- 
ers and fighters. 


"All the Marshalls and the east- 


ern Carolines have been brought 
within range of our bombers, in- 
cluding Truk which is on thu 
fringe of our bombers' new effect- 
ive 
striking 
radius." 
said 
Maj. 


Gen, 
Willis Hale, commander of 
the 7th Army Air Force, 


(Truk, with its big naval base, 


is believed to bo Japan's strong- 
est Central Pacific bastion and is 
938 airline miles from Kwajalein.) 
The capture of Gugegwe, Blgej 


and Ebler islands gave the Am- 
ericans control of two more chan- 
nels In the huge lagoon, which 
already Is the anchorage for units 
of tho United States fleet. 


In taking the throe Islands the 


Americans have gathered in 21 of 
the 
32 principal islands of 
tho 


atoll, and in addition have over- 
run numerous other Islets which 
are unnamed.

AMERICAN TROOPS 
IN ANZIO SECTOR 
REPULSED GERMANS 


STRONG NEW NAZI AT- 
TACK BREAKS LINE, BUT 
IT IS LATER RESTORED

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 


giers, Feb. 7.—(/P)—American troops 
in the Anzio beachhead have re- 
pulsed a strong new German at- 
tack which groke through the al- 
lied perimeter, three miles west of 
the vital road and rail hub of 
Cisterna, and have restored their 
original positions, it was announc- 
ed today. 


Cisternia is astride the Applan 


Way and an electrified railway 27 
miles 
Southeast 
of 
Rome, 
and 


about 10 miles east of Carroceto 
^Aprllia), where previous German 
counter-blows were blunted. 


Tho Germans began the new as- 


sault Saturday evening with infan- 
try, tanks and artillery.

yesterday, before the nazis were 
pushed back to the starting point 
with losses.

American troops hado new advan- 
ces north and west of the town, 
a communique said.

BREAK IN AMERICAN 
BEACHHEAD LINES 
HAS BEEN RESTORED

American troops In the Rome 


beachhead have mended^ a^break 
in their lines three miles west of 
Cisterna, repulsed a powerful Ger- 
man attack and restored

On tho main front 60 miles away, 


other Americans made

vances north and west of Cassino, 
battling to within a few hundred 
yards of the famous moiintainsldu 
monastery. Cnsslon Itself wns vir- 
tually encircled, but tho Germans 
held tenaciously to tho stronghold 
in house to house fighting. 


Tho nazis roiled up elements of 


a fourth division on tho periphery 
of tho Rome beachhead in their 
supremo effort to drive tho allies 
into tho sea.

Militarily the situation on the

county cltizttia liked their music

Known as the Corsicana Electric 


Band, 
this 
ir.urical 
organization 


sparked i-oliticai and social gather- 
ings throughout East Texas over 
a period of years and was in great 
demand to furnish martial, sweet 
and torrid music for all occasions. 
The popularity of the "brass band" 
spread over a wide territory In this 
immediate section. 


Frnmlnnnt Pioneers. 


Discussing tho picture and identi- 


fying the members, Joel Trimble, 
veteran 
Corsicana band director, 


said that "it should be of interest 
to many Corsicuna citizens who 
will recognize prominent 
pioneers 


of this city and community. Well 
known family names are listed and 
according to he-it available informa- 
tion only three me still living, Lanty 
Miller, Corsicana; Walton Burgess, 
Shreveport, brother of Mrs. Etta 
Townseml, and 
Reuben 
Gordon, 


New Orleans, uncle of Allyn Gor- 
don." 


"The band was organized in the 


early eighties i?.nd was first taught 
by L. R. Irons?," Trimble- related. 
"The picture was made by the late 
Emit Frey, in 1887, who afterwards 
was 
the 
instructor. 
The- band, 


which had a reputation of being one 
of tho best In the state, was in de- 
mand to play for political, patriotic 


religious 
gatherings. 
Many 


trips were made to surrounding 
towns such P.J Tyler, Mexia and 
Waco. It is related this organiza- 
tion played in Waco, with other 
musical units, when a giant state- 
wide pronibition rally was held. On 
this occasion t>ie late Senator Roger 
Q. Mills and the Rev. B. H. Car- 
roll, prominent Baylor University 
preacher, discussed the issue." 


"On the retnin trip," according 


to Trimble, "the train was so crowd- 
ed that the local band and a band 
from Dawson, had to stand in the 
baggage car." 


Elaborate Uniforms. 
"The uniforms worn by the musi- 


cians were must elaborate in de- 
sign," it was recalled by Trimble 
who said that they were of "green 
broadcloth and lavishly trimmed 
with gold. The- late Capt. James 
Garitty, an ardent band booster, 
headed the list of merchants con- 
tributing the uniforms to the boys." 


Discussing the Instrumentation. 


Trimble pointed out that "the band 
was all brass, there being no reeds. 
This easily explains why such or- 
ganizations were called brass bands. 
In our present day concert bands 
it is noted that the reeds outnum- 
ber the brass." 


Pointing out another feature In 


the photograph, the Corsicana band 
director said that "the sign on the 
bass drum will bo recognized as 
tho original styit of lettering done 
by the late W. H. Nicol. After 
this organization had disbanded the 
Oil City Band was organized and 
also gained an enviable reputation 
in the gay nineties."
